Failed asylum 
bid mother is 
told c go home’

A WOMAN who fled South Africa 
after a horrific violent and sexual 
assault has been refused asylum to 
stay in the country - despite her 
mother being British. 

Sherrin Young, who lives in New 
Duston, moved to the UK in August 
2009, 11 months after she was 
attacked at her home in Cape Town 
while her children stood by. 

Mrs Young was assaulted when four 
men broke into her home and forced 
her to hand over cash and jewellery at 
gun point, before sexually assaulting 
her in September 2008. 

She only survived because a neigh¬ 
bour heard the attack and called the 
police, who caught two of the men 
and shot one dead. 

The fourth man was never arrested. 

The divorced, single mother of two 



made the decision to leave the 
country soon after the terrible ordeal 
to be with family in Northampton but 
was delayed while her ex-husband 
gave consent to allow their children 
to come to the UK. 


Mrs Young arrived on a visitor’s visa, 
before friends and family scraped 
together to raise the £565 it costs to 
make an application for the ancestral 
visa, which was later rejected. 

Despite her mother having a British 
passport and English grandparents, it 
was denied on the grounds that the 
documents had to be applied for out¬ 
side of the UK. 

Mrs Young was then advised to 
claim asylum, due to the nature of the 
attack her family suffered but that 
was also refused as she didn’t make 
the claim as soon as she arrived. 

Mrs Young said: “My grandparents 
were born in Northampton, my mum 
is British and my uncles are British, as 
far as I am concerned I am British. 

“I have been told I should go back to 
South Africa but all my family are 
here and there is no one to support 
me there. 

“We had a beautiful home in a 
wonderful sunny part of the world

Lift tower pjans ‘not right’ 


PLANS to build a new visitor centre 
at the iconic lift tower in 
Northampton have been rejected 
for being too big. 

The planning committee at 
Northampton Borough Council 
threw out the proposals after 
objections from residents about the 
structure’s height and footprint. 

They also believed that there was 
not enough parking on the site. 

The new visitor and conference 
centre would have wrapped around 
two thirds of the listed building and 


would have included a cafe and 
conference centre. 

Although not included in the plan, 
it was believed that the roof of the 
new structure would have been 
used as part of a proposed ‘free-fall’ 
experience. 

Cllr Dennis Meredith, a member of 
the planning committee, said: “This 
is not a no to nothing. Clearly there 
needs to be a development to 
encourage enterprise and business 
around the tower, but these plans 
are not right.”

THE new criminal justice 
centre will be built in 
Northampton by 2012. 

This week, Northamptonshire 
Police Authority and 
Northamptonshire Police 
announced Rushden-based 
firm Kier Marriott had been 
appointed to build the new 
centre (CJC) at Pavilion Drive, 
Northampton Business Park. 

Planning consent was granted 
by West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) in November 2009. 

The new centre will provide 
upgraded custody facilities for 
Northampton, Daventry and 
South Northamptonshire, as 
well as additional office space. 

Work will start this spring 
and it is expected that it will be 
completed by mid-2012. 

Chairwoman of Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police Authority, 
Deirdre Newham said: “Kier 
Marriott’s innovative engi¬ 
neering skills and competitive 
presence in the market place 



have helped achieve a £lm 
capital saving against the 
budget for the construction of 
the CJC. 

“Although a significant capi¬ 
tal investment at a time when 
difficult financial decisions are 


being made, the Police 
Authority and the Force’s chief 
officers believe a custody pro¬ 
vision that includes the new 
CJC provides the best value for 
money for the future of the 
Force and policing in 
Northamptonshire.” 

The Force’s existing custody 
facilities are too small and out¬ 
dated and do not meet either 
Home Office requirements or 
the standards expected by the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

Investment in the new CJC 
will ensure a modern, pur¬ 
pose-built, custody facility 
that will serve the county in 
the medium and long-term 
future. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
added: “We are looking for¬ 
ward to working with Kier 
Marriott on this high profile 
project, which will provide the 
upgraded custody facilities 
that are urgently needed to 
replace existing cell facilities at 
Campbell Square and Weston 
Favell police stations, as well 
as additional office space for 
other policing functions. 


MP helps to build relationships with China

but we were terrified to 
live there. 

“My children were 
petrified that ‘the bad 
men’ were going to 
come back. 

“I have been told that I 
can make a new 
application for a visa if I 
go abroad, even to 
France, but how can I 
do that? 

“I have no money and 
I can’t even go abroad 
because they have 
confiscated mine and 
my children’s passport.” 

Since moving here she 
has been supporting 
her two children Alex, 
eight and Gracie, six, on 
just £5 a day. 

She has only been 
receiving benefits for 
the last two weeks but 
Mrs Young, who worked 
for car companies 
Nissan and Chrysler 
before coming to the 
UK, never came to the 
country to live off 
Government hand¬ 
outs. 

She said: “I have asked 
the UK Border Agency if 
I can work but each 
time they have refused 
and I don’t know why. 

“I’m not going to be 
forced to work cash in 
hand or go under¬ 
ground because of this 
and during this time 
I’ve been offered jobs 
that I’ve had to turn 
down. 

“Over the last year and 
a half I could have been 
paying taxes into the 
system and starting my 
new life but instead I’m 
destitute and my neigh¬ 
bour’s taxes have been 
used to support me.” 

A UK Border Agency 
spokesman said: “Mrs 
Young’s case has been 
carefully considered by 
the UK Border Agency. 
Following a detailed 
assessment of the 
evidence, she was 
found not to have a 
right to remain here.” 
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Centre gets green 
light amid protest

A MEETING was interrupted by 
protesters after permission was 
granted for a Muslim community 
centre on the site of a disused 
pub. 

The facility, which will be based 
in the former Clicker pub on 
Collingdale Road, Headlands, 
was approved unanimously by 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
planning committee on Tuesday 
evening. 

However, when their decision 
was made the meeting was 
interrupted by a group of men 
believed to be associated with the 
British National Party, and an 
angry resident who was escorted 
out of the Guildhall. 

In the meeting residents and 
councillors raised their concerns 
over the increased traffic and 
noise levels. 

Mark Ludlow, who lives near the 
pub, said: “We are worried about 
it being used as a purely Muslim 
establishment. 

“We think it would be a place of 
tension.” 

Cllr David Garlick and Cllr Brian 
Markham, ward councillors for 


Headlands, also expressed 
concerns over the proposals. 

Hassan Shah, a solicitor for the 
applicant, and also a member of 
the community, attempted to 
address the fears of residents, 
saying the centre would only be 
open between 10am and 11pm 
and that the site’s car park would 
be free to use for parents during 
the school run hours. 

Mr Shah said: “This application 
is made by the local community, 
people from Northampton. 

“They are doing what they can 
to get this building back into use 
from being derelict.” 

Mr Shah also said that he 


believed that the site would be 
busiest on Friday lunchtimes for 
prayers, which would be held in 
silence and that the premises was 
too small to hold Muslim 
weddings. 

He also said that more than 
£500,000 had been raised from 
the community to create the 
centre. 

Cllr Richard Church, a member 
of the planning committee, said 
at the meeting: “A community 
centre, whether Muslim or 
Christian, is a facility for the 
community. 

“I can see no reason to refuse 
this application.” 


New Bishop of Brixworth is revealed 


THE Church of England has revealed 
that Canon John Holbrook is to be the 
next Bishop of Brixworth. 

Canon Holbrook, 48, has served in 
Barnes, Bletchley, and Adderbury, 
near Banbury and in addition to the 
main parish church he will be 
responsible for several rural 
communities and is rural Dean. 

He will work closely with the Bishop 
of Peterborough, across the whole 
diocese, and will also take 
responsibility for specific projects, 


especially the development and 
implementation of a strategic 
mission plan. 

In welcoming Canon Holbrook to the 
diocese, the Bishop of Peterborough, 
the Rt Revd Donald Allister, said: “I 
met John for the first time when his 
name was put forward as a possible 
successor to Bishop Frank White. 

“Having met and talked with him at 
length since I cannot think of anyone 
better suited for Peterborough 
Diocese at this time.”

Don’t back this ‘cruelty’ 

THE Cheltenham Festival, which takes 
place this month, will mark the fourth 
anniversary of Animal Aid’s Race Horse 
Deathwatch. 

This is a unique online database that 
monitors all thoroughbred deaths on 
Britain’s 60 racecourses. 

Since its launch in March 2007, more 
than 630 horses have suffered fatal 
injuries on British racecourses. 

The data proves that, far from being a 
freak occurrence, racehorses are routinely 
killed up and down the country, at a rate 
of one horse almost every other day. 

The Cheltenham Festival has seen 32 
horses lose their lives between 2000 and 
2010. Four of those occurred last year. 

Despite relocating a particularly 
contentious fence for this year’s Festival, 
racing at Cheltenham remains highly 
challenging and potentially dangerous. 

This is, not least, because it features a 
number of crowded races and 
inexperienced horses and riders. 

No matter how harmless a bet on the 
Festival may seem, the reality is that the 
racing pushes horses beyond their limits 
and that some invariably suffer and die. 

Please don’t back the cruelty.

It’s a tough life for 
our song birds... 


In response to Mr R Rocque’s 
letter in the Herald & Post, 
February 24. 

I WOULD like to respond by 
agreeing with Mr Rocque that 
cats are not fully to blame for 
the decline in song birds but 
from experience I can clearly 
state that they play a 
significant part. 

There is no doubt that many 
species of once common 
birds are in decline and over 
40 species are on the red 
endangered list. 

And as Mr Rocque 
mentions, it is reassuring to 
learn that SongBird Survival 
has commissioned the Game 
Wildlife Conservation Trust 
to undertake a project to 
determine the direct affects 
of corvid (such as ravens, 
crows, rooks and magpies) 
predation on farmland birds 
at a cost of 88,000 over a two 
year period. 

It is claimed that certain 
corvids have increased over 
the past 40 years with 
Jacdaws up by 114 per cent 
and magpies up by 88 per 
cent. 

This is obviously having an 
adverse effect on declining 
species such as Skylark, Tree 
Sparrow and Corn Bunting 
and perhaps plays a part in 
the decline of the House 
Sparrow which is down by 74 
per cent. 

There are other key factors 
that have played a part in the 
decline of so many bird 
species and they range from 
habitat destruction, certain 
farming practices and the 
increase in predation by 
raptors, such as Sparrow 
Hawks. 

These problems certainly 
need addressing but sadly 
some of the key contributors 
to species decline are ignored 
or seemingly taken as taboo. 

The facts are all too clear 
that domesticated cats kill in 
excess of over 275 million 
animals a year with a 
conservative estimate of over 
55 million being birds. 

Many are our regular 
garden visitors including 
seriously declining species 
such as Song Thrush, Mistle 
Thrush and House Sparrow. 

But not even the publicly 
funded bird charity the RSPB 
appear to take cat predation 
seriously perhaps because of 
the outcry from the cat loving 
public. 

Parent birds are more 
vulnerable in the winter and 
breeding season as they 
forage for food for their fledg¬ 
lings and many are reliant on 
being fed by people in their 
gardens which in many cases 
puts them directly in contact 


with cats. A parent Blue Tit 
killed by a cat does not only 
kill the adult bird but also 
most certainly the young 
birds left orphaned. 

I founded Safewings in 1966 
and have worked in the field 
of wildlife rehabilitation and 
conservation for over 40 
years and handle up to 4,000 
animals a year so can speak 
first hand in regard to what is 
the greatest contributor we 
see to injury to birds and 
orphaned fledglings. 

The main contributor is 
without question the cat 
which sees many cat-mauled 
birds die from septicemia 
and shock or be permanently 
disabled due to the cat 
seriously damaging a wing or 
leg. 

Over 70 per cent of our wild 
bird intake is cat related and 
considerable time and 
expense is made in hand 
rearing and fully 
rehabilitating the many 
fledglings we handle each 
year due to cat predation. 

It is not only the hand feed¬ 
ing and intensive care but the 
prolonged period of time 
where all imprinting must be 
removed and the bird placed 
into a seclusion aviary to 
break all human bond and to 
be assessed as to when the 
bird is fully adapted and 
ready to be re-released back 
into its original habitat. 

This is becoming more 
difficult as hedgerows are not 
cut as they once were, they 
are now flailed and ripped up 
by machinery so are declin¬ 
ing which causes a problem 
for many species. 

Animal rights pressure has 
seen even pest species 
become protected with land 
owners having to deter pest 
species such as wood pigeons 
as opposed to shooting them. 

Sadly this has led to the 
increase in pesticides that 
has brought about an 
increase in secondary 
poisoning which is killing 
species such as Barn Owls 
and Kestrels which although 
raptors are endangered. 

Whilst the big picture is 
ignored those dedicated to 
helping protect our native 
species will only scratch the 
surface and many of our once 
common beloved species will 
face certain extinction. 

It is time that these and 
other concerns are raised 
with the Government and 
fully researched in a bid to 
redress the damage caused 
solely by mankind’s igno¬ 
rance and greed.

THE £300 million redevelop¬ 
ment of the Grosvenor 
Centre will go on display for 
the first time next week. 

Since the site’s owners, 
Legal & General signed the 
Development Agreement 
with Northampton Borough 
Council in late 2009, 
preparations have been 
underway for its extension.

Simon Russian, senior fund 
manager at Legal & General, 
said: “Over the last year we

Let’s give babies 
best start in life 


I n my first column for the Herald 
& Post, I want to tell you about a 
charity, NORPIP [the 
Northamptonshire Parent Infant 
Project], which I am setting up. 

But first, a summary of what I 
have been doing in the ten months 
since I became an MP. 

The big three campaigns I have 
been fighting for our area are: to 
get rid of the top down housing 
targets of the last Government, to 
fight against the expensive and 
damaging HS2 project and to 
defend our communities' right to 
have their say on onshore wind 
farms. 

I was lucky enough to be elected 
to the Treasury Select Committee 
by a ballot of all Conservative MPs 
so have also been able to use my 
23 years in finance to consider 
carefully what changes need to be 
made to the banking sector - 
banks must not be too big to fail. 

Today, however, I want to tell you 
about a subject very close to my 
heart, Early Infant Attachment and 
NORPIP. 

Human babies are unique in the 
animal kingdom in the extent of 
their underdevelopment at birth. 

In particular, a human baby's brain 
is only partially formed at birth, and 
between the ages of six months 
and 18 months, it puts on a huge 
growth spurt. 

This spurt is triggered by the 
stimulus of loving attachment to a 
principal carer, normally the 


mother. For families who are in 
crisis, where mum is postnatally 
depressed or where the family has 
problems such as divorce, alcohol 
or drug issues or bereavement, the 
ability of that carer to provide 
stimulus and loving attention to 
the baby can be affected, with 
profound implications for the 
baby's development. 

The baby’s earliest experiences 
have a lifelong impact on his or her 
mental and emotional health. 

Scientific research now shows 
that homelessness, drug addiction, 
violent criminality and depression 
can be closely linked to issues 
relating back to babyhood. 

If we help mums and other carers 
to form a secure bond with their 
babies this would solve so many 
social problems at a later date. 

More than ten years ago I 
became trustee and chairwoman 
of a charity, The Oxford Parent 
Infant Project [OXPIP]. 

OXPIP offers counselling and 
therapy services to parents and 
babies to help them develop more 


loving and secure relationships. 
OXPIP, which is self funding, has 
been a great success and receives 
referrals from families in crisis, 
from health visitors, GPs and from 
social services. 

When you look at the costs of 
providing OXPIP's services versus 
the costs to society of dealing with 
the result of poor early 
attachment, there is no doubt that 
prevention is not only much kinder, 
but also much cheaper than cure. 

During 20111 want to establish 
NORPIP in one of the Children's 
Centres in South Northampton¬ 
shire, with a view to building a 
county-wide service over the next 
three years. Therapists from OXPIP 
will train NORPIP’s therapists and 
help set up the service.

Work has started on 120 new 
homes which will be a mix of ‘arts 
and crafts’ influenced designs 
and also some ‘Art Deco-style’ 
houses to reflect the striking 
architecture of the original Grade 
II listed Pearce Leather Works. 

The front of the empty factory 
and office building will be 
retained and has planning 
permission to be converted for 
future use. 

Site manager for Lagan Homes, 
Paul Neal said: “We’ve started 
work on the first phase of 18 
homes and currently are 
employing between 15 and 20 
people on site every day. 

“We expect this to triple as the 
site really gets going.” 

The Pearce Leather Works 
building in Wellingborough 
Road, Billing opened in 1939 and 
was the headquarters of 


W. Pearce Co which was estab¬ 
lished in 1908. 

The company dyed leather for 
shoes, handbags and watch 
straps and exported goods all 
over the world. 

The factory closed almost ten 
years ago and has stood empty 
ever since. 


With infrastructure and 
foundation slabs now installed, 
Lagan has begun working on 
the ‘superstructure’ of the 
homes. 

The development, off 
Fishponds Road, will launch in 
May with the opening of the 
sales centre and show home.

AN area of Northampton could be transformed if 
it gets its own parish council. 

The St James Residents’ Association is in the early 
stages of planning to set up a local body so it attracts 
more money into their part of town. 

Chairman of the association, John Connolly, said 
bringing money into the area and raising its profile 
was one of the main reasons behind the idea. 

He said: “I think once you have a parish council 
you have more say in how money is spent in your 
area.

“We will see how things are going over the next 
few years as the Government continues to cut 
back on its responsibilities and ties. 

“At the moment we are still at the thinking 
stage.”

It’s almost the end of 
the road for traffic woe 


If travelling into Northampton town centre from the A45 is 
part of your daily routine then you may have been faced with 
the roadworks taking place at Barnes Meadow roundabout. 
LAWRENCE JOHN found out how the project is going. 


THE end of this month will signal the 
completion of work on the Barnes 
Meadow roundabout. 

The Northamptonshire County 
Council project aims to reduce 
congestion on this busy commuter 
route into Northampton. 

Construction is still ongoing on the 
interchange to finish the new third lane 
leading from the A45 to the Bedford 
Road. 

But the project will be all but be 
completed by the end of March, with 
just some works left to carry out on one 
section at the bridge on Bedford Road. 

The adverse weather and freezing 
temperatures in December prevented 
time critical concrete work on the 
bridge from being carried out. 

In addition, major problems with 
utilities diversions have also delayed 
work on this section. 

However, the remainder of the project 
will be opened to traffic at the end of 
this month as planned. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire 
County Council said: “This is a huge 


project at one of the busiest junctions 
in the county and it has taken an 
enormous amount of organisation and 
coordination to ensure the work can be 
done safely and at the same time 
minimise disruption to the travelling 
public. 

“These final stages of the project 
should not have a major affect on 
motorists and we’d like to thank drivers 
and passengers for their continued 
patience during the scheme.” 

The work will reduce the time it takes 
to make the journey from 
Wellingborough and Earls Barton into 
Northampton through a raft of 
measures, which include: 

■ An extra multiple occupancy 
vehicle lane (more than one person 


travelling in the vehicle) on the A45 
westbound off the slip approaching 
Barnes Meadow and also on the round¬ 
about 

■ Traffic light improvements on bus 
routes from Wellingborough and Earls 
Barton into Northampton town centre 
to increase journey time reliability 

■ Extra lanes on the Barnes Meadow 
roundabout to ease congestion at this 
busy intersection 

■ New traffic lights on the Rushmere 
Road entry to the roundabout to 
improve safety by enhancing junction 
capacity 

The Barnes Meadow roundabout, 
where the A45 and the A428 meet, is 
one of the busiest junctions in the 
county, seeing about 7,000 vehicles 
using the interchange during the morn¬ 
ing and evening rush-hours. 

The £5.3 million project has been 
funded by the Government through the 
Homes and Community Agency. 

The money is from the Community 
Infrastructure Fund which supports 
transport costs in growth areas. 

This week road surfacing work started 
in the area. 

It will be carried out during night 
closures from Monday to Friday from 
8pm to 6am. 

Work began on Monday and will last 
two weeks.

SOCIAL entrepreneurs have a 
new hub where they can grow 
their ideas thanks to a new 
partnership between the 
University of Northampton and 
an award-winning business. 

The ‘social enterprise hatchery’ 
opened at Goodwill Solutions’ 
Brackmills site on Friday to an 
audience of guests including 
Northampton North MP Michael 
Ellis, council representatives and 
university staff. 

The hub, known as the William 
Shipley Centre, is the only one of 
its type in Northamptonshire. 

It will provide work and meeting 
space, ready equipped with com¬ 
puters, for anybody in the county 
planning a social enterprise, or is 
in the early stages of launching 
one. 

Goodwill Solutions is a commu¬ 
nity interest company providing 
logistics services to European 
manufacturers. 

It sources, re-uses and recycles 
discontinued furniture and other 
goods, delivering affordable 
solutions to charities, third sector 
organisations, economically- 
challenged individuals and the 
general public. 

It is not a charity but a social 
enterprise company whose 


founders wanted to create a busi¬ 
ness which could generate its 
own revenue but contribute 
significantly to society in general. 

Its managing director Mike 
Britton, said: “In my early 20s I 
wanted to have packed up work¬ 
ing by the time I was 50. By 49 I 
realised I wanted to do more with 
my life than just retire and relax 
and could use my business skills 
to help the wider community.” 

The university’s Professor 
Simon Denny said: “Social entre¬ 
preneurs need somewhere they 
can meet with like minded peo¬ 
ple to build their social enterprise 
business. 

“The hatchery comes from an 


idea that Mike Britton had, to 
provide very cheap work spaces 
where people can not only have a 
desk but also get the information, 
advice and training they need to 
start a new social enterprise. 

“I am delighted to be working 
with Mike, he has a great business 
model and together we can help 
people to develop a wide range of 
new social enterprises.” 

During the opening Goodwill 
Solutions also presented a cheque 
for £1,000 to its nominated chari¬ 
ty, the drugs, alcohol and home¬ 
lessness group CAN (pictured). 

Mr Britton added: “We wanted 
to show our level of support in a 
difficult financial time.”

PLANS to open an over 25s club in 
Northampton could be put forward to try 
to get the town recognised as a night time 
hotspot. 

The idea has been suggested by the 
Northampton Town Centre Ltd, the 
company formed by the Business 
Improvement District (BID). 

It hopes the town centre could join the 
likes of Covent Garden, Leicester Square, 
London and Manchester, in receiving a 
purple flag which recognises areas that 
have excellent night time experiences. 

Neil Bartholomey, deputy chairman of 
Northampton Town Centre Ltd, explained

He said: “We would look to encourage 
the opening of an over 25s bar or club, so 
that the age of people coming into the 
town centre would diversify.”

He said: “We already have some hosts, 
who might help the one or two people 
who have over done it. 

“This is a job that sometimes the police 
have to do and it would free them up to do 
proper police work. 

“We would also make sure that with 
better organisation of street cleaning 
teams after an evening, there will be less of 
an impact on the day time economy.”

Grant will upgrade 
changing facilities

TWO of Northampton’s parks are getting 
£58,210 to refurbish their changing room 
facilities. 

The Football Foundation is giving the cash to 
Dallington and Kingsthorpe parks, on top of 
£135,000 funding that has already been set 
aside by Northampton Borough Council. 

Built in the 1960s, Kingsthorpe Park changing 
rooms have been unable to cope with the 
demand placed upon it at peak periods for 
some time. 

At present the changing facilities serve three 
adult pitches, two cricket wickets and an 
increasing number of mini-soccer games. 

The Foundation’s grant and council funding 
will help upgrade the four changing rooms, 
meeting room, kitchen and spectator toilets to 
help deal with the growing numbers of people 
wanting to use the site. 

Regular Dallington Park users expressed the 
need to enhance the overall appearance of 
their facility, to improve user satisfaction and 
overall wellbeing in the area. 


As well as helping to sustain the existing 
sporting provision on the site, the 
volunteer-led group, Friends of Dallington 
Park, has attempted to offer a wider range of 
sporting activity such as a weekly health walk. 

They believe improved changing provisions 
will help to grow the quality and range of 
activities on offer. 

Funded by the Premier League, The FA and 
the Government via Sport England, the 
Football Foundation is the nation’s largest 
sports charity. 

In Northamptonshire alone it has supported 
115 projects worth £11.4 million. 

Councillor Trini Crake, Northampton 
Borough Council cabinet member for parks, 
said: “The changing rooms are well used by 
football leagues, sports clubs and other 
community groups who have been calling for 
improvements to be made for some time. 

“Refurbishing these facilities doesn’t just 
benefit the sports and community groups; it 
also enhances their appearance for the 
enjoyment of all park users. 

“The extra funding from the Football 
Foundation is a real boost.”

IF you can remember the sixties, so the old hippie quote 
goes, you weren't there. 

Robert Daws remembers them very well. Or rather, he 
remembers 1968 very well. 

But then he did spend eight years in a late sixties’ time 
warp as consultant Dr Gordon Ormerod in ITV’s popular 
hospital series, The Royal. 

In real life, as a child growing up in Essex, Robert’s 
memory of that time is probably less focused on scalpels 
and stethoscopes and more tuned in to Scalextric and 
spirographs. 

And though you’d think that, having written his last 
prescription, he would now be fast-forwarding into the 21st 
century, the actor has actually stepped even further back in 
time. 

Robert is starring in the world premiere of Diary of a 
Nobody at Northampton’s Royal & Derngate. 

The original comedy classic by George and Weedon 
Grossmith was a massive hit with Victorian readers and has 
never been out of print since. 

Robert is playing Charles Pooter, the petty-minded, 
bumbling office clerk who records the meticulous details of I 
his desperately humdrum life for all to marvel over. 

Directed by Gary Sefton, this stage adaptation by Hugh 
Osborne is part of the Made in Northampton 2011 season. 

For Robert, living in Ampthill with his wife, ‘Royal’ co-star 
Amy Robbins, and his two young daughters, it’s a chance to 
work at his ‘local’ repertory theatre. And he’s loving it. 

“Gary Sefton approached me last autumn and invited me 
to play the role. But the problem is, how do you commit six 
months in advance? But I did. 

“It’s a gem of English literature - but it’s very funny too! 
Diary of a Nobody has always been a family favourite and 
many times it’s been said ‘you should play Pooter’!” 

Robert appears to be drawn to characters with odd and 
unusual names. 

Apart from Charles Pooter, he played Piggy Garstone in 
the BBC series, The House of Eliott and Tuppy Glossop in 
the ITV adaptation of the Jeeves and Wooster stories 
starring Stephen Fry and Hugh Laurie. 

But how does he translate the mundane ramblings of a

REVIEW 

DIARY OF A NOBODY _ 

Royal & Derngate, Northampton, 

Until Saturday, March 19 

IT’S a rare ability to render an 
audience helpless with laughter 
and crying with emotion at the 
same moment. Hugh Osborne’s 
new adaptation of the Victorian 
comic classic Diary of a Nobody 
has this ability in spades. 

What’s more extraordinary still 
is that each of the four actors 
playing out the narrative is 
individually capable of the same 
feat. The combined effect under 
the direction of Gary Sefton is 
nothing short of sensational. 

Ostensibly held together by the 
relentlessly suburban, proudly 
ordinary and implacably self- 
important character of Mr Pooter, 
this is actually a truly ensemble 
piece of theatre. Fortunately, the 
ensemble is first-rate. 

As the eponymous Nobody, 
Robert Daws gives Pooter an 
utterly believable, three-dimen¬ 
sional humanity that renders his 
innate pomposity thoroughly 



likable. For all the misfortunes 
and mishaps that befall him, 
however self-inflicted they may 
be, there is always the compelling 
urge to reach out and give him a 
hug. It’s a touching, poignant and 
hilarious performance by a 
consummate master of the 
slightly bewildered Everyman. 

With him on stage are three 
other actors, each of whom plays 
a multitude of parts with virtuosic 
creativity. 

Peter Forbes covers everything 


from a groin-scratching handy¬ 
man to the endlessly indulgent 
Mrs Pooter with the lightest of 
touches and faultless comic 
timing. 

Steven Blakeley plays Pooter’s 
son Lupin with all the vigour and 
energy of youth, and must be 
losing pounds in his frenetic 
portrayals of a host of other 
brilliantly drawn characters. 

And William Oxborrow takes the 
word versatile to new heights 
with his multi-instrumental 
musical talents and a hugely 
impressive range of acted roles. 

The whole thing is stunningly 
put together by director Sefton 
and races breathlessly through 
two hours of set changes, manic 
confusion and some not 
inconsiderable vocal talents. 

With the delightfully appropri¬ 
ate Royal Theatre as its backdrop, 
this Diary is beautifully staged 
(Rhys Jarman), impeccably lit 
(Richard Godin) and meticulous¬ 
ly choreographed (Alexandra 
Worrall). 

Without reservation, it deserves 
the standing ovation it receives.

Saints’ slump goes on but Mallinder 
isn’t blaming absent England stars 


RUGBY UNION 

THE temptation at the minute is to assume 
that everything will be right with 
Northampton Saints when their England 
internationals return from Six Nations duty. 

That attitude is perhaps borne out of a 
desperate hope more than anything, 
particularly with the team now on a six 
game losing streak in the Aviva 
Premiership and their title ambitions 
rapidly disappearing down the drain. 

But Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder, a man truly capable of keeping a 
calm head while all around are losing 
theirs, is not allowing himself to fall into 
that trap, even after Sunday’s second half 
meltdown in the 30-9 loss at Exeter 
Chiefs. 

“We have never blamed that lack of 
internationals on this recent slump in our 
form because we think that we have got 
enough quality in the team to do better 
than we are doing at the moment,” he 
explained. 

“We have lost games when the 
internationals have played during this 
league campaign. What we need to do is 
get our players playing better - that’s as 
simple as it is. 

“Our front row are not firing as they did 
earlier in the season, our centres are not 
giving us that go-forward like they were at 
the beginning of the season and our back 
row are not playing as well. 

“We just need to look at ourselves. 

“We’ve got a few players coming back- 
Lee Dickson is close to returning, Roger 
Wilson will be coming back from his 
disciplinary and it was good to see 
Courtney [Lawes] back. We’re all in it 
together and we need to work hard to get 
out of it.” 

Such is life at the moment though that 
no sooner had Lawes completed a full 80 
minutes on his first Premiership start 
since January, he was whisked away by 
England head coach Martin Johnson to join 
the squad for Sunday’s Calcutta Cup clash 
with Scotland. 

It is a testament to the player 
development policy at Franklin’s Gardens 
that Northampton have five members of 
their team currently representing the 
national side. 

But on the domestic front it provides a 
massive selection headache for Mallinder, 
who rightly pointed out that none of them 
were in the England team when they were 
signed. 

“It’s quite clear that there is a lack of 
confidence in the team at the moment,” he 
said. 

“The worry is that we have got some 
good players in that team and a lot of 
those good players are not playing.”

So to last Sunday’s match at Sandy Park, 
where Northampton held a 9-3 lead at the 
interval thanks to three penalties from 
Stephen Myler. 

But a second half horror show saw them 
concede 27 unanswered points with 
converted tries from Tom Hayes, Sireli 
Naqelevuki and Tom Johnson sealing 
another richly-deserved victory against 
one of the league’s so-called ‘bigger clubs’ 
for Exeter. 

Mallinder pulled no punches in his post¬ 
match assesment, saying: “The first half 
we were competitive and at half time we 
were 9-3 up with a little bit of a breeze in 
our favour, and I think that first 20 minutes 
of the second half was where we blew it. 

“Defensively we were slack - we made 
some silly mistakes - and when we did 
have the ball we didn’t seem to hold onto it. 

“It’s fine when you’re winning home 
games and sometimes go and lose away, 
but when you’re losing on the bounce it is 
difficult. 

“But we’ve got an experienced team in 
there and we are confident that we can 
get out of this little hole.” 

The Saints now head to bottom side 
Leeds Carnegie on Saturday for a re¬ 
arranged game that was postponed in 
December due to heavy snow. 

Even this is looking like a difficult game 
for Northampton now though, with the 
Yorkshire side stunning London Irish at the 
weekend after coming from behind to 
take a 27-19 victory - only their second in 
the league this season.

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Springbok feels he is 
Commins to terms at 
last with English game

THERE is more than a hint of irony that 
it was a Leicester Tigers connection that 
brought promising South African 
scrum half Stuart Commins to 
Franklin’s Gardens in the summer. 

It was thanks to Commins’ agent, 
Howie Kahn, knowing current 
Northampton Saints scouting guru 
Dusty Hare from his days as media man¬ 
ager at the Tigers that paved the way for 
him to be given the chance to play in 
England. 

However, it has been something of a 
baptism of fire for the 22-year-old, who 
played under-19 and under-21 rugby for 
Western Province, as well as starring for 
the University of Cape Town as they 
reached the final of the 2010 Varsity Cup. 

Having previously featured several 
times as a late replacement, he made his 
first Northampton start in the LV= Cup at 
London Irish where a young side were 
taken apart by a near full strength Exiles. 

His two Aviva Premiership starts away 
to Bath and in Sunday’s 30-9 humbling at 
Exeter Chiefs have also seen Northamp¬ 
ton suffer crushing defeats. Yet rather 
than be downhearted, Commins is view¬ 
ing this all as part of the learning process. 

“It is tough, but I’m grateful for the 
opportunity I have been given really,” he 
said. 

“When I first came here I took a long 
time to adapt to the system and the 
structure, but slowly I think I am getting 
used to it. 

“I started off with minimal game time 
off the bench, but you can’t ask for more 
than to be playing in the Saints first 
team. 

“To be given an opportunity to start 
against Bath and Exeter, I am very grate¬ 
ful for. 

“It has been tough, but the coaches 


have helped me with aspects of my game 
which I’m working on with them, and I’m 
hoping it can go from there.” 

Lee Dickson’s shoulder injury and Ryan 
Powell’s indifferent form have seen Com¬ 
mins given his chance in the number 
nine shirt, although he would perhaps 
have wished not to come into a side that 
is currently on its worst losing run in the 
league since the Saints were relegated in 
2007. 

Sunday’s defeat at Sandy Park was even 
more galling considering the fact that 
Northampton led 9-3 at half time before 
shipping 27 unanswered points in the 
second half against the rampant Chiefs. 

Commins said: “It wasn’t a matter of us 



not being able to cope - one of their tries 
came from a lost ball, and one was a box 
kick that was a fortunate catch for their 
winger. 

“It was tough, bitterly disappointing, 
but we will go back to the drawing board. 

“We have to look at ourselves, assess 
ourselves individually, and there is no 
doubt that this team has got the ability to 
play well and win games. 

“We’ve shown that in the autumn and 
it’s just a matter of finding our steps 
again and getting back to it.” 

Northampton now bid to end their six 
game losing streak away to bottom side 
Leeds Carnegie, who pulled off a shock at 
the weekend by coming from behind to 
beat London Irish 27-19 for only their 
second league win of the season. 

But while the chances of the Saints 
clinching a first ever Premiership title 
seem to be rapidly disappearing, Com¬ 
mins is convinced that the squad still 
have what it takes to turn things around 
and reach the play-offs. 

“I don’t think confidence is a problem,” 
he said, adding: “As a team, we know that 
we can win games - it’s just a matter of 
putting it together on the pitch. 

“There are maybe a few issues affecting 
the game plan, a few errors from people, 
and in this league that costs you. 

“That is more severe than your confi¬ 
dence really. 

“I have been in games where we have 
performed well and it’s an awesome 
environment to be in. 

“That’s why I know that there is some¬ 
thing special in this team and why we 
will find our feet again.”

heated in the car. 

“Whether that was because of the 
missing hood I don’t know, but I was 
definitely ready to hand over to Gunther 


again at our second stop. We were right 
up against it on fuel and unfortunately a 
caution period came at just the wrong 
time for us and our second pit stop which 
put us a lap down on the leaders. 

“Otherwise I think we should have 
finished in the top six. 

“We were unfortunate here at 
Homestead with contact and the pit stop 
timing, but I’m looking forward to future 
races as there’s lots of potential in the 
car.” 

The next round of the GRAND-AM Series 
is at Barber Motorsports Park in 
Birmingham, Alabama on Saturday, April 9, 
but Gavin will be in action before then in 
the first round of the American Le Mans 
Series at Sebring on Saturday, March 19. 


Capel is hoping for better start in 
South Africa after warm-ups last 
term proved a complete washout

DAVID Capel believes that Northamptonshire’s tour to South Africa 
will level the playing field for them when the LV= County 
Championship starts away to Surrey on Friday, April 8. 

It is the first time since the 
2001 tour to Grenada that the 
county have been overseas as 
part of their pre-season 
preparations, and they will be 
based in Port Elizabeth for the 
duration of their two-week stay. 

Northants departed yesterday 
for South Africa where they will 
play four limited overs matches 
and one three-day games, and 
head coach Capel is keen to give 
his squad the chance to hit the 
ground running after rain ruined 
last year’s preparations. 

“We have another early start to 
the season this year and if you 
ask some of the older cricket 
professionals then they will tell 
you that it is miles earlier than it 
used to be,” explained Capel. 

“Last year we arranged several 
matches in March and were only 
able to get in 20 overs on one 
day and 20 overs on another. 

“Then we had a three day game against Oxford University where we 
batted for 60 overs and bowled for 80. 

“When we played Leicestershire in our first match last season they 
had been in South Africa for three weeks beforehand. 

“We will be out there for two weeks and we are looking forward to 
it. I will be looking for the players to take the opportunity so we can 
go into the season in good nick. 

“It doesn’t mean we’re going to steamroller teams because I can 
guarantee you Surrey will have been away somewhere, and [the 
following week’s opponents] Kent will as well. 

“But it does mean we will have an even chance of competing with 
them.” 

The English cricket season has been creeping ever closer to the 
start of April for several seasons now and the traditionally inclement 
weather in March makes completing pre-season warm-up games a 
lottery. 

It also means that county teams have to start their preparations 
earlier, with the Northamptonshire squad having started out their 
winter programme back in November. 

Capel said: “We have been back in training since then and have been 
slowly building up the intensity. It has built up nicely and we’re now 
ready to go and play overseas. 

“The most important thing for us [coming into pre-season] is to 
remember the areas we have done well in the past. 

“Two years ago we were within one point of going up to the first 
division and we got to a Twenty20 finals day with limited resources. 

“With those limited resources, we need to look at increasing the 
skills of those younger players and the fitness of the squad. 

“We need to be fitter, faster and stronger so that we can last longer 
through the season and not lose key players to injury.”

GARY Johnson may have only been in the 
Northampton Town hotseat for just under a 
week, but he is already making his presence 
felt with his determination to shake things 
up at the club. 

After the Cobblers had gone down 2-1 at 
league leaders Chesterfield on Tuesday night, 
the new boss admitted afterwards that he had 
given the players his frank opinions. 

“The lads have probably seen another side of 
me because I’ve told a few of them a few home 
truths,” said Johnson. 

“They worked really hard against a good 
team, but we were still a bit soft. 

“We played some good stuff and we came 
quite strong at the end of the game which was 
pleasing, but we have still got that soft 
underbelly at times.” 

Second half goals from Craig Davies and Jack 
Lester secured the three points for 
Chesterfield, but Northampton battled right 
until the end with John Johnson’s seventh of 
the season making it nervy moments for the 
hosts at the end. 

Two of manager Johnson’s three Monday 
loan signings made their debuts at the B2net 
Stadium, with Nana starting at right back and 
Jamie Reckord making his professional debut 
at left back. 

The boss was impressed with how both of 
them performed, as well as goal scorer 
Johnson who found himself moved to centre 
half alongside Dean Beckwith. 

They were not the only changes though as 
Michael Jacobs - scorer of both goals in 
Saturday’s 3-2 defeat a home to Shrewsbury 
Town - found himself playing on the right wing 
before moving to the left in the second half. 

Johnson said: “I thought the two new lads 
that came in did well. 


“They are both still young but they will im¬ 
prove with every game. 

“John Johnson did really well at centre half, 
he had to be strong and he nearly scored an 
equaliser right at the end. 

“I didn’t think Michael Jacobs did enough 
out on the right which was disappointing and 
I felt he only really came into the game when 
we moved him out to the left. 

“He is a match-winner and we need him to 
be involved for the full 90 minutes. He is still 
learning the game but he will learn quickly 
under me.” 

Macclesfield Town are the visitors to Sixfields 
on Saturday, after which Johnson has a free 
week before taking his new charges to 
Bradford City on March 19. 

The Silkmen come into the game on the back 
of a morale-boosting 1-0 win at home to 
Crewe Alexandra on Tuesday evening that 
lifted them further away from the bottom two. 

Meanwhile, Northampton are now nine 
games without a win and with the gap 
between themselves and the play-offs now 13 
points it seems to be a near impossible job for 
them to be in the promotion shake-up come 
the end of the season. 

But Johnson is prepared to fight to the last 
and is already eyeing a further loan signing to 
help boost the squad before the transfer 
deadline later this month. 

He said: “There are definitely a lot of 
positives we can take from the game, but we’re 
just not as clinical in both boxes as you need to 
be to win football matches. 

“I think I have turned the players mentality 
round a little bit, but obviously at the moment 
we haven’t got a group of lads who are good 
enough to be competing higher up the league. 

“It’s a defeat against the team who are top of 
the league and who are going to get promoted, 
but it’s another game that we can learn a lot 
from.”
